The nomination of M. Buoncompagni to the Regency of 
the [tal an States has not passed without a strong re- 
monstrance from the French Government. Indeed, this 
word is not strong enough, for it is plain that the Em- 
peror has almost commanded Victor Emmanuel to annul 
the act of his relative, the Prince de Carignan. From the 
tone of the Freneh semi-official press, and from the in- 
dignation of the clerical party, we may judge how much 
importance is attached to the nomination, which has been 
ftlv described as an acceptance by the King of the 
wvercignly of Central Italy. Of the future we have no 
power to speak. The tate of Central Italy is still hid- 
den under clouds, and no one can say whether six 
months hence content and tempered freedom will reign 
there, or Pope and priest, duke and commandant, 
he once more mstalled, with deceitful promises of amend- 
ment, but with all their old power, and more than all 
their old perversity. Man cannot dispose of these 
wents. All that we can do is to watch the stream and 
jirect it as best we may.

It must be evident to every one 
who considers them that war with Morocco was pre- 
determined by the Spanish Government, and that no 
concessions on the part of the former Power would 
have averted hostilities. The internal security of 
Spain, it seems,,is to be purchased at the expense of 
her weakest neighbour; and General O'Donnell 
is about to imitate the example of his Imperial 
patron by heading the expeditionary force. Morocco, 
Just recovering from theeconfusion of a dis- 
puted succession to the throne, is selected as an easy 
victim of Spanish prowess. The interests and the 
representations of England—Spain’s most valuable 
ally—are set at nought; and a nation with e bank- 
rupt exchequer and ruined credit enters on 
a war of conquest. There is, however, plenty 
of discretion in the sudden blaze of Spanish valour. 
England is assured that Spain “will respect existing 
interests, and the rights of all nations, and will not 
permanently occupy any point the possession of 
which may obtain for Spain a superiority dangerous 
to the free navigation of the Mediterranean.” It 
will be for our Ministry to see that this assurance 
is strictly acted upon. The time is past for our inter- 
ference in the present phase of the dispute. But we have 
very little faith in the promises of temporary occupation 
made on the eve of a war of aggression. If Spain raises 
her demands with her victories, and holds Moorish ter- 
ritory as a material guarantee, her temporary occupation 
may be so indefinitely prolonged as to present all the 
evils of a permanent possession. In that case the duty 
of the English Government will be plain. We have seen 
what Algiers has become under the ‘‘temporary occu- 
pation” of the French. We must have no Spanish 
Algeria closing the African coast to our commerce, and 
threatening our position at Gibraltar. 
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CHARLES KEAN, 

To night will witness, after a lengthened absence from us, 
the reappearance of an illustrious Irishman. Charles Kean, 
son of the great but erratic Edmund Kean, was born in 
Waterford, in January, 1811. His mother, a Miss Cuffe, 
was one of an old Waterford family. Charles Kean was 
one of the best Latin verse writers in Eton College, and the 
classical know ledge he obtained in that celebrated seminary 
has borne good fruit in several cf his revivals of the older 
drama. In athletic sports he had few superiors, at one time 
having been elected Second Captain of the Long Boats, no 
slight distinction in the eyes of an Eton Bov. A pressing 
letter from his mother recalled Kean from his studies at 
Eton, to find his father’s wealth gone and his genius para- 
lysed.

Tue NATIONAL Derences—Betrast Loven.—We 
have frequently called attention to the inadequate man- 
ner in which Belfast is defended against the approach of 
any hostile force by sea; and from time to time, as 
statements appeared of the preparations making around 
the English coast, we have inquired what was being 
done to protect this important town and district, in case 
of an attempted invasion. We are happy to find that 
at length the Government appeurs to have become aware 
of the insufficient character of our defences, and that it 
is resolved to take immediate steps to remedy the detect. 
A letter from the War Office was read at the Harbour 
Board on Tuesday, in which it was stated that “ mea- 
sures will be shortly taken for preparing Carrickfergus 
Castle to receive an armament of heavy guns for the 
protection of Belfast Lough, and for the security of the 
anchorage of Carrickfergus Roads ; and that carly in 
the ensuing year, as soon as the season wil! permit, it is 
contemplated to undertake works for defending the 
mouth of the Belfast river against an enemy’s approach.” 
Of course the latter works are infinitely the more im- 
portant; but, in the mean time, the improved armament 
at Carrickfergus Castle will at least give some better see 
curity than Belfast has hitherto enjoyed. ‘The defensive 
works referred to in the letter should, however, be pushed 
forward with all speed. Plans and specifications may be 
made and contracts taken during the winter, aud not a 
day should be lost in their erection. An invasion is 
none the nearer, because we are prepared to resist it. 
On the contrary, if we are in a properly defensive posi- 
tion, invasion will become not merely improbable but 
imposs.ble.— Belfust News Letter.

TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATION BETWEEN 
KUSSIA AND THE UNITED STATES. 

Mr. Collins, the United States commercial agent in the 
Amoor, has projected an overland telegraphic communi- 
cation between Russia and the United States, through 
~orthern Furope, Asia, and America, by connecting 
Moscow with St. Lonis in Missouri, ria Behring’s 
Straits. The length of the telegraph wires would be 
14,000 miles, with only 40 miles of submarine cable. 
The distances of the intervening points between the 
termini are as follows, viz.:—From Moscow to the mouth 
of the Amoor, 7,000 miles; to Behring’s Straits, 2,500; 
across the Straits, 40 miles; to San Francisco, 2,500; 
and to St. Louis, 2,000 miles. The only countries through 
which the telegraph would pass would be Russia, British 
America, and the United States. 


STATE or TINA IN Steir. — The following is an ex- 
tract of & letter dated Palermo, Oct. 20:—“ The re- 
joicingt with which we celebrated on the 4th of July 
the Hdings of the victory of Solferino filled the police 
with alarm,and frora that day we have lived in the 
» idst of arrests, transportations, domiciliary visits, and 
severities of every description. Since the end of Sep- 
tember, however, the violence and suspicions of the 
Government have become a perfect frenzy. It would be 
impossible for me to enumerate the names of all those 
who have been imprisoned or persecuted within the last 
three weeks, or at this moment fagitives or in con- 
cealment. It seems now an established rule with the 
police that, when a suspected person is sought for or 
not forthcoming, his whole family are to be imprisoned, 
without reference to age, sex, or state of health. 
These arrests are effected with unprecedented brutality. 
On the night of the IIth inst. a handful of men pre- 
sented themselves at the village of Villabate, about four 
miles from Palermo, and endeavoured to disarm the 
Guarda Urbana,a sortof auxiliary to the police there 
stationed. After a skirmish, in which gendarmes and 
troops took a share, they succeeded in retiring to the 
mountains, leaving only obe of their number mortally 
wounded. Next day, the 12th, a proclamation ap- 
peared from the lieutenant-general of the garrison, 
giving his own version of this affray assolely attri- 
hutable to a gang of thieves and disturbers of public 
order ; at the same time he intimated to all good citi- 
zens that they must give up the firearms and other 
weapons which the Government had hitherto authorised 
them to keep. Observe here the contradiction. A 
favoured few, considered even by the Government orderly 
and respectable citizens, had enjoyed, by special per- 
mission, the privileges of possessing a fowling-piece or 
a hunting-knife, yet now, while informed that public 
safety is in danger, they are deprived of every means of 
protecting their ns or property, even in the remot- 
est country districts. The whole island is now agitated 
by anxiety for the fate of those brave spirits who, im- 
pelled by the desire of rescuing their country, have 
rushed headlong into danger.” 

Tue First Evrorean Lapy IN Jeppo.—On the 
6th of July, Mr. Allcock, the English Consul-General of 
Japan, left the English war steamer Sampson, under a 
salute of thirteen guns, accompanied by his wife, two 
children, secretary, and interpreter, and landed at Sin- 
nagawa, and hoisted his flag. The lady of Mr. Allcock 
attracted the attention of the Japanese more than all 
the rest of the party, she being the first European lady 
that ever stepped foot on Jeddo soil, and to them, with 
her crinoline spread out, and gaily trimmed bonnet, she 
was an object of considerable attraction, and was eyed 
by all the crowd. who would run ahead of her so as to 
look her in the face; some of them took hold of part 
of her drese, and this ungentlemanly conduct she very” 
properly resented by giving them a pretty heavy blow 
over their heads with her parasol.

was the meansof saving the lives of the majority of 
who escaped death. ‘To mark their sense of his gallant 
conduct, the Committee of the National Lifedoat Insti- 
tution determined to present Rogers with a vslualle 
gold medal, the snm of £5, and a suitable vote of thanks, 
engrossed on vellum. As the head-quarters of the insti- 
tution are in London, the presentation was made yester- 
day through Mr. S. R. Graves, chairman of the Local 
Mrrine Board, in the dining-hall of the Sailors’ Home. 
Mr. Graves was attended by the other members of the 
Local Marine Board, Mr. H. Bright (of Gibbs, Bright, 
and Co.), Captain Gray, ofthe screw steamer Great 
Britain, the officials of the Sailors Home, and a number. 
ofthe boarders in that establishment. Rogers was at- 
tended by Suiacar, Beyan, and Foster, three of the sea- 
men who also escaped from the wreck of the ill-fated 
vessel. In msking the presentation, Mr. Graves dwelt 
eloquently upon the noble and gallant conduct of Rogers, 
who, in a brief rely, said that he should be glad to 
perform the same duty again undrr similar circum- 
stances. Mr. Graves afterwards presented Rogers with 
£2, subscribed by the employes of the Sailors’ Home. 
The proceedings terminated with three hearty cheers 
for Rogers and his companions, whoose portraits 
(photograph el by Goodwin and Keet) were exhibited in 
the room. Rogers, at the invitrtion of the Committee 
ot the Sailors’ Homie, then sat down to dinner with the 
boareders and others of the establishment.—Livrerpool 
Mercury.

She will be fitted with sleeping berths 
and every suitable sanitary arrangement for about 800 
soldiers. Iron beds with galvanised bottoms are to be 
used, and the ventilation will be the same as that em- 
ployed in the General Post Office. The decks are to be 
covered with teak, and an awning will be provided for 
the whole length of deck. The vessel will also have 
two houses, American steamer fashion, on the deck cach 
about 100 feet long, and there will in addition be two 
hospitals on boird. She will te guided by two large 
3 steering blades, and is made to draw only two 
eet of water, even with all her stores, fuel, and 800 
passengers on board. She is flat-bottomed, of course, 
and weighs about 370 tons. She will be completed in 
about a month, and will then be fitted up on the Thames, 
in order to make an experimental trip.

Reynan v. Flynn. :

10p., and are stated to be valuable 
pasturage. It was stated by counsel for the petitioner, 
that an injunction had been obtained to restrain the 
respondent from breaking up the land, which would 
thereby be deteriorated in value. The order granting the 
injunction had been pronounced by his honour. An 
appeal was brought before the late Lori Chancellor, who 
affirmed the order, and his decision was again affirined 
by the Court of Appeal. It was sought by the peti- 
tion to have the rights of the parties ascertained, and 
to have the respondent declared entitled to one-third of 
the property. 

A decree was granted in accordance with the prayer 
of the petition. 

Counsel for the petitioner—Mr. Brewster, Q.C., and 
Mr. Charles Shaw. For the respondent—Mr. Sherlock, 
Q.C., and Mr. Hammill.

The Court refused the application, being of opinion 
that they could not make the magistrates unsay what 
they had said, and that as the evidence had not been taken 
down, each party considered he was right in his report 
to the court. 

Mr. Serjeant Fitzgibbon argued that in the case ans 
returned, no question of title arose, and that the magis- 
trates should have heard the case, and either dismissed 
or convicted. 

Their Lordships did not call upon Mr. Walsh, C., 
and Mr. Carr, who appeared for the respondent.

Ryan v. Landers. i 

In this case, which was argued last week, judgment 
was pronounced by the Chief Baron. The action was 
one of ejectment on the title, brought to recover posses- 
sion of land in the county Limerick. It appeared the 
plaintiff claimed to be entitled to possession under a lease, 
and the defendant resisted his title upon a deed which 
was not registered until after the summons and 
plaint had been scrved. At the trial of the action 
counsel for the defendant called on the 
learned judge who presided to direct the jury to find 
for the d fendant, contending that the original lease 
under wh ch the plaintiffclaimed had not been registered 
when the second lease was executed, and was therefore 
void. ‘The judge in the court below was of opinion 
that the plaintiff was legally entitled to possession, 
and by his direction the jury found forthe plaintiff, 
leave being reserved to the defendant to apply to have 
the verdict changed, should the opinion of the court 
above be in his favour upon the law. The main ques- 
tion in thecase turned chicfly upon the construction 
to be given to the Registry Act. 

The Chief Baron said the court were of opinion the 
direction given by the learned judge was correct. 
They would therefore allow the cause shown upon the 
part of the plaintiff against the conditional order ob- 
tained by the defendant, and would maintain the 
verdict. 


Mitchell v. Henderson. 

This was a motion to set aside a 
all the proceedings thereon, on the 
that said judgment had been obtained con- 
trary to good faith, inasmuch as the debt 
for which it was marked had been paid two months be- 
fore. The plaintifls reside in Glasgow, and the defen- 
dant in the North of Ireland.

It was ad- 
mitted by counsei for the plaintiffs attorney that the 
motion should be granted, and, in explanation, it was 
stated that none of the parties on either side had ever 
informed him (the attorney) that the debt was paid, and 
that, therefore, he was not to blame for what he had 
done, which was in the discharge of his duty. 

The Court granted the motion with costs.

Lord Chief Justice Monahan delivered the judg- 
ment of the court in this case. The matter had 
come before their  lordships appeal from 
the order of the Court of Queen’s Bench 
changing the verdict had for the plaintiff into one for 
the defendant. The action had been brought for the 
trial of an alleged right to an exclusive fishing ina river 
in Waterford. The issue had been tried at the Wicklow 
Assizes. Counsel on behalf of the appellant contended 
that the learned judge ha! misdirected the jury. The 
court, in prononncing judgment, discredited the allega- 
tion, but was of opinion that evidence bad been recei ved 
improperly, and that, therefore, the verdict had below 
was not a satisfactory one under the circumstances. 
They should set aside the order of the Court of 
Queen's Bench, so far as it absolutely changed the ver- 
dict, but would confirm it so far as it directed a new 
trial. If the parties chose to take that course, they 
should further direct that the parties should 
bear their own costs at the trial in the Court of 
Queen’s Bench, and on that appeal, so that they would 
be at liberty to commence the litigation anew, if they 
desired.

CONSOLIDATED NISI PRIUS.—Yesterpar.

The action in this case was instituted to recover the 
sum of £11 6s. by the plainti, who is a veterinary 
surgeon residing in Limerick, against the defendant, a 
farmer resident in the county Clare.

Mr. Brady having 
stated to their worships that he did not wish to press 
for full penalties, being merely desirous that the prose- 
cution should serve as a caution to. parties who might, 
in future, be inclined to commit an act of such flagrant 
crucity ; and although he admitted the practice of 
putting live fowl down chimneys on fire to be. in a 
certain degree, sanctioned by custom, he was determined 
to use the powers given by the law to prevent occur- 
rences of such a nature. 
% The Court stated that should any case of cruelty to 
animals be again brought under their consideration, they 
would feel it ther duty to inflict the highest penalty the 
law would permit.

A FREE PARDON FOR SMETHURST. 

The Home Secretary (Sir G. Cornewall Lewis) has 

sent the following to the Lor! Chief Baron: 
Whitehall, Nov. 15, 1859. 

“My Lori,—I have the honour to acknowledge the 
receipt of your lordship's further report, of the 18th ult., 
on the case of Thomas Smethurst, who was convicted 
at the Central Criminal Court, in August last, of murder, 
and sentenced to death. 

“ As your lordship suggests in that report that 
reference should be made to the judgment of medical 
and scientific persons selected by the Secretary of State, 
for the purpose of considering the symptoms and ap- 
pearances of the deceased Isabella Bankes, and the 
result of the analysis, I have sent the evidence, your 
lordship’s reports, and all the papers bearing upon 
the medical points of the” case, to Sir Benjamin 
Brodie, from whom I have received a letter, of which 
I enclose you a copy, and who is of opinion that, 
although the facts are full of suspicion against 
Smethurst, there is not absolute and complete evidence 
of his guilt. 

“ After a very careful and anxious consideration of 
all the facts of this very peculiar case, I have come to 
the conclusion that there is sufficient doubt of the pri- 
soner's guilt to render it my duty to advise the grant 
to him ot a free pardon, which will be restricted to the 
particular offence of which he stands convicted ; it 
being my intention to institute a prosecution against 
him for bigamy. 

“The necessity which I have felt for advising her 
Majesty to grant a free pardon in this case has not, as 
it appears to me, arisen from any defect in the con- 
stitution or proceedings of our criminal tribunals. It 
has arisen trom the imperfection of medical science, 
aud from the fallibility of judgment, in an obscure 
malady, even of skilful and experienced medical prac- 
titioners.—I have. &c., 

The Lord Chief Baron, &c.”’ 

A free pardon, under the Great Seal, was received 
by Mr. Keene. the Governor of Horsemonger-lane Jail. 
on Tuesday’ for the prisoner, in reference to the erima 
of wilful murder upon Isadella Bankes. The announce- 
ment was, of course, formally made to him, but, as he 
had been led to believe that this would be the result 
from the course that had been taken in reference to 
the charge of bigamy, he did not seem at all surprised 
that the government had absolved him from the crime 
of which he had bee convicted. Dr. Smethurst is 
now, therefore, merely in the position of a prisoner under 
committal upon a charge of. felony, and he is, of course, 
relieved from all the restrictions to which he was 
— ey — = regulations, as a convict under 
sentence o th. He will remain in H -lane 
Prison untfl a few days before the meus eostlon of the 
Central Criminal Court, when he will be removed to 
Newgate, and take his trial in dua course for the 
offence of bigamy. The utmost punishment that can 
be awarded for this crime is penal servitude for four 
years.
